DEFECTIVE'  HOllfiK  DRAINAGE. 
Br  Leopold  Bbandbm,  BfioosLira. 

Disease  and  grim  death  stalk  through 
our  fine  dwelling-houses,  disease  and  griin 
death  of  our  own  making.  With  utter 
neglect  of  the  first  principle*  of  sanitary 
science,  we  rear  brow u-stouc  mansion*  and 
entire  blocks  of  costly  houses.  We  boast 
of  the  architectural  beauty  of  our  streets 
and  squares;  we  surpass  older  natioua  iu 
the  comforts,  conveniences,  and  lisndy  nr 
range inenta  for  housekeeping.  Our  pur 
low  are  furnished  with  elegant  and  costly 
carpets,  with  artistic  furniture.  Our  walls 
are  decorated  with  beautiful  frescoes  and 
fine  paintings.  Articles  of  virtu,  flowers 
and  books  add  their  charm*  to  our  happy 
hornet.  Large  plate  glass  windows,  venii 
lators  and  high  chimneys  are  there  to  pro 
ride  us  with  light  aud  air.  An  ample  sup 
ply  of  good  water  furuiulies  us  the  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  cleanliness  which  is  next 
godliness.  Ponderous  lookiug  stacks 
pipes  through  house  and  cellar  appear 
quite  sufficient  to  carry  off  all  waste  water 
and  refuse.  The  numerous  wash  stands, 
w  ster  closets,  hath  tubs,  sinks,  etc.,  are  all 
connected  with  waste  pipes  of  correspond 
ing  diameter,  and  supplied  with  traps. 
And  of  these  traps  1  propose  to  speak 
now,  as  they  are  a  prolific  source  of  dunger 
in  our  present  system  ot  house  drainage. 
The  respective  technical  names  of  these 
traps,  or  the  material  of  which  they  are 
ruouuiactured,  does  not  affect  their  ac¬ 
tual  service  and  usefulness.  Ineschsnd 
every  case  the  principle  involved  remains 
the  same,  as  they  are  calculated  to  retain 
quantity  of  water  in  the  lower  part,  act 
mg  thereby  as  a  cut-off  for  the  poisonous 
sewer  gases.  These  traps  are  apt  to  be 
choked,  and  to  form  a  new  source  of  danger 
by  accumulation  of  filth  or  by  accidental 
obstruction.  Ashes  and  garbage,  broken 
glass  and  crockery,  rags,  paper,  etc.,  are 
but  too  frequently  found  on  examining  a 
choked  tiap  or  drain. 

The  water,  the  supposed  protector  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  trap  against  the  banelul 
emauat’oQg  from  the  drain,  is  frequently 
syphoned  out.  The  syphoning  action 
usually  takes  place  at  nigh.. 

When  we  are  soundly  asleep,  cradled  in 
fancied  security,  the  impalpable  subtle 
enemy  malaria,  arises  from  the  outlet* 
of  the  very  utensils  introduced  for 
the  preservation  ofbttr  health,  for  the 
prolongation  of  our  lives,  fanning  us 
into  deeper  Blumbers,  like  the  wings  of 
the  vatnpire.  Our  system,  depressed 
by  fatigue  and  lassitude,  is  ill  pre 
pared  to  resist  the  insidious  attacks  of 
the  deadly  malaria,  and  every  respiration 
fastens  the  poisonous  fangs  deeper  into  our 
blood. 

Leakage  in  cellars  from  back  water  arises, 
when  the  street  sewer  cannot  carry  off 
sudden  influx  during  heavy  showers,  or 
trom  the  use  of  vitrified  clay  or  cement 
pipe  in  the  cellar.  Clay  or  cement  pipes 
are  in  length  of  two  feet;  each  piece  is 
provided  with  a  bub  into  which  the  adjoin 
mg  length  is  fitted  with  cement. 

The  material  is  thiek  in  body  and  quite 
heavy,  and  if  not  well  supported  on  the 
whole  line  will  settle,  break  the  joints,  and 
a  new  vent  for  the  effluvia  of  the  sewer  is 
ready. 

The  upright  soil  pipe  is  usually  of  iron. 
To  economize  in  space,  recesses  are  formed 
in  the  walls  lor  containing  it.  Hauds  and 
tools  of  the  mechanic  cannot  reach  to  the 
side#  of  the  pipe  neareat  to  the  wall,  and 
as  a  natural  consequence  the  caulking  is 
impertect,  and  escape  of  sewer  gap  takes 
place  irom  a  source  entirely  hidden  from 
view.  And  our  very  measures  to  guard 
against  the  ravages  of  disease  frequently 
produce  the  opposite  effect  by  false  econo 
my,  carelessness,  and  ignorance. 

No  sanitary  law  c&n  be  too  stringent,  no 
inspection  too  frequent  and  scrutinizing, 
to  turniah  protection  against  the  ravages  of 
an  enemy  forever  larking  in  every  comer, 
escaping  from  every  crack. 

And  the  question  of  house  drainage  and 
of  trapping  is  of  snch  vital  importance 
that  it  should  be  intrusted  only  to  men 
well  known  for  their  experience  and  in¬ 
tegrity. — Sanitarian.

— The  list 
of  pie  suffering*  of  Memphis  during  the 
just  closed  year  is  very  saddening.  First, 
commerce  by  river  was  impossible  on  ac¬ 
count  of  ice  for  two  months.  Next,  a  * 
soon  as  the  river  was  navigable  the  epi¬ 
zootic  prevailed  to  aach  an  extent  that 
there  were  no  hones  to  haul  freight  to  the 
steamers — »  fact  which  absolutely  para¬ 
lyzed  trade  and  industry.  The  third  ca¬ 
lamity  was  the  small  pox  which  so  fright 
ened  people  in  other  cities  that  Memphis 
was  left  in  want  not  only  of  necessary  aid 
nad  attention  but  of  food.  Fourth  esmu 
the  "  indigenous"  cholera,  whose  ravage, 
among  an  already  disheartened  population 
were  as  severe  as  thoae  of  the  smell  pox. 
Ths  cholera  had  not  thirty  ran  its  course 
when  the  yellow  fever  made  it*  appearance 
as  the  fifth  scourge  within  ten  month.. 
Then,  as  the  sixth  cause  of  suffering,  caiao 
the  financial  panic.  These  calamities  cer¬ 
tainly  entitle  Memphis  to  the  largest 
measure  of  aid  end  sympathy,  for  nothing 
except  a  Lisbon  earthquake  or  a  Chicago 
fire  crfhld  cause  greater  suffering  th.ui 
that  known  to  the  people  of  Memphis 
daring  this  year.

A  sneer  goes 
round  at  the  inefficiency  of  the  feeble  wo¬ 
men  who  work  for  a  living  nnd  ask  for 
good  wages.  Young  men  ridicule  the  idea 
of  tynig  themselves  for  life  to  the  sickly 
girls  who  exhibit  loads  of  expeusire  dry 
goods  upon  their  persons  along  the  side¬ 
walks,  and  they  begin  to  praise  openly  rosy 
cheeks  and  stout  figures.  Indeed,  it  seems 
as  though  the  pale  and  weak  young  ladies 
who,  if  they  were  of  no  practical  use  in 
the  world,  were  at  least  admired  and 
praised  as  interesting  oti  account  of  their 
pallor  and  languor,  were  going  to  have  a 
pretty  hard  time  of  it  now.

Agricultural. 


Tbrm.— The  following  is  a  Michigan  law 
relative  to  planting  trees  in  the  highway  : 

Any  person  or  persons  o  vning  or  occu¬ 
pying  land  adjoining  any  highway,  not 
I  cm  than  three  rod*  wide,  may  plant  or  set 
out  trees  or  shrub*  on  each  side  of  said 
highway  contiguous  to  his  land,  which 
trees  or  shrubs  shall  be  set  in  regular  rows 
st  s  distance  not  lea*  than  six  feet  from 
each  other,  and  within  eight  feet  of  the 
margin  of  the  highway,  provided  that  in 
incorporated  village*  or  cities  the  Common 
Conncil  of  such  cities  or  villages  may  fix 
or  determine  the  distance  that  such  tree* 
shall  be  set  from  ths  margin  of  the  high¬ 
ways  therein. 

And  any  such  person  owning  or  occupy 
ing  land  contlgumi*  to  any  highway,  and 
who  is  nascued  to  any  highway  or  poll 
Ui,  may  cause  to  lie  pmd  of  snch  s  tax  a 
aum  not  exceeding  twenty  fire  per  cent, 
for  any  year,  by  planting  tree*  or  *hrubs  in 
the  margin  of  the  highway,  which  sam, 
when  so  paid,  shall  be  credited  upon  his 
highway  or  poll  tsx  for  that  year. 

And  any  overseer  of  the  highway  may 
cause  s  portion  not  exneeding  ten  per  cent, 
of  the  highway  tax.  In  his  road  district  to 
be  expanded  in  setting  out  trees  or  tliTubs 
in  a  space  not  exceeding  eight  feet  iu 
width  from  ths  margin  of  the  highway.
